Now Incomplete 


State'Auditor Xate Roff was yes- 


terday appointed by Judge Pike tem- 
porary receiver for Sullivan & Kice, 
Inc., whose affairs have figured con- 
spicuously since Larry Sullivan en- 
tered the company offices two weeks 
ago and forcibly removed the books 
and papers. 
The receivership will 


stand until August 24, when the Sul- 
livan-flice dispute will be-aired thor- 
oughly in the court, at the hearing 
of an application made by Sullivan 
"for 
the appointement of a permanent 


receiver. 


Judge Pike's 
order 
naming IIoff 


came at the close of an argument 
which showed 
the ill-feeling which 


obtains between the two men who 
have been so prominent in the pro- 
motion business in Xevada. 
The case 


came up .yesterday on the application 
made by the corporation for the re- 
turn to it of the books which Sullivan 
had removed. Last evening the com- 
pany's counsel. IXidge & Barry, stat- 
ed that they hacf gone into court to 
dispose of the one point about the 
books and that they were unprepared 
for 
the 
receivership 
proceeding. 


which had been started only on Fri- 
day, under an order made returnable 
the U-lth. They did not. however, ob' 
ject'to the. appointment of Roff, as 
with Sullivan, the , corporation . itself 
desires a receiver in order that the 
business relations which have existed 
between Sullivan &* Rice may be fi- 
nally severed. 


Ciit«?lr \vm Mandatory: 


The order appointing the receive! 


•was entered mandatorily, and as the 
result of a showing, on the papeis 
before the court, that the corporation, 
is insolvent. Chief among these.papr>rs 
was a report of an audit of thc books 
made by Roff. These books show that 
the company has $0,000 with whi^n 
to pay $42,000 indebtedness, but th> 
auditor stated in the report that a» 
he had not had access to the stocks 
and other securities and collaterals 
owned by the company, he was unable 
to say whether or not they would off- 
set the showing on the books. 


fn explaining their position in the 


matter Dodge & Barry last evening 
stated that it was true that the books 
might show the firm to bc> insolvent, 
but that the hearing on Saturday will 
show that the books are incomplete, 
and instead of being insolvent, the 
firm is entirely solvent. 


"We have stated pievious-ly." said 


Judge Dodge, "that the entries in the 
books are incomplete. This is duo to 
the fact that neither Mr. Sullivan nor 
Mr. Rice had, at the time the former 
Sjeized the books, made report of the 
the transactions which 
had 
taken 


place in Xew York, and the record of 
which is essential to the completion 
of thc entries in the_ books 
When 


these entries shall have been com- 
pleted, and the books made to show 
the. assets of the company, which in- 
clude the Rich, Gulch mine at Won- 
der, its solvency will be clearly es- 
tablished.

THUGS WHO BEAT UP

CONVICTED BY BELL 


Trial in Justice's Court Proved 
Ruffian Conduct by Fireman 


and His Burly Alley

E PORTERS employed on Reno newspapers'are to he protected 


in their work agaiusi assault by thugs and pug-uglies. This 
point was decided by Justice of thc Peace Cell yesterday at thc 


trial of Oscar Kus^d. the ruffian member of the Reno fire department, 
and of Thomas Biggs, the Southern Pacific roustabout, who on Fridav 
assaultecl E L. llouchins. a member of The Journal staff, whose only 
offense, as evidence at the hearing prove'd, consisted in being connected 
with a paper which had told of the utter incompetency of the webster- 
ized Reno fire department.

At the conclusion of a trial .which lasted nearly all afternoon, and 


which attracted a large crowd of spectators. Justice Bell accepted the 
plea of guilty entered by Uiggs, and. on the evidence., found Kussel 
guilty. Sentence will be passed on the two men tomorrow morning. 


E'very consideration was shown at the trial to the two -defendants, 


who were not represented by counsel. Twice Justice P>cll suspended 
the proceedings in order to let Kussel summon witnesses that, previ- 
ously, he had "made no effort to have present. And in summing up die 
case'. Attorney Boyd spoke for both the state and the defense, reviewing 
the evidence \\ith entire fairness. 


The evidence presented at the trial showed that thc instant the fire- 


men arrived at the scene of Thursday's fire on the Plaza. Dave Miller. 
driver ol" the chemical wagon, began a most foul-mouthed abuse of 
newspapermen. 
He iibed language, shouting out his words in the 


hearing of women and children, and applied epithets that have caused 
more than one shooting affair in this country. 
Kussel leaped from his 


wagon, and. rushing up to Jlouchins, endorsed what .Miller had said, 
but" at that time made no effort to strike thc reporter. There was no 
evidence, except the unsupported statement of P.iggs. who pleaded 
guilty, that llouchins had clemtancd himself other than as a gentleman. 


liiggs admitted thc fact that he had assaulted llouchins. and Kussel 


admitted having committed an assault on Patrolman Yonsild, who was 
in civilian dress. 
But Kussel denied that he had assaulted Houchins. 


This fact was fully established, however, by the evidenced independent 
witnesses who'had, seen ;the cowardly .fireman rush jn and strike the 
reporter when the latte'r/was securely held by the police...
